WHO APPKOVES THIS POI.ICY ? 


The fiaauoial policy of the Govern-, 


tnent should be condemned by every 
honest man in tbe United States. Con- 
gress insisted on issuing $200,000,000 of 
interest-bearing bonds and authorized 
the administration to issue twice that 
amount at its discretion. It has been 
shown that the greater part of the 
1)1200,000,000 in bonds was subscribed 
for by the agents of Eastern banks, 
though the supposition was that the 
loan was a popular one. Now the 
Treasury is overflowing with money 
and, of coarse, the more coin and 
greenbacks locked up in the Treasury 
the leaa there is in circulation. To re- 
lieve the stringency the Qovernmenl 
deposits the public funds in favorite 
banks, the amount granted to any one 
depository being limited to twice the 
amount of its capital.

The Government issues 


interest-bearing bonds to please the 
gold syndicate. This piles up money 
in the Treasury and to relieve the 
stringency which it creates the Gov- 
ernment deposits the public funds in 
pet banks, 
limiting the deposit to 


twice the amount of the capital stock 
of the bank. The people pay interes 
on the bonds and the money received 
for the bonds is loaned to banks with 
oat interest. 


It is not surprising under snch cir 


oamstanoes that the banks contribute 
liberally to Mr. Hanua's campaign 
fund, but it is surprising that intelli 
gent people uphold the party tha 
Hdopts such a policy.

?etagna on the main street and ad- 
vanced toward him to extend a friendly 
greeting when without any warning of 
iis murderous intent Petagna plunged 
a dagger in Zaimetz's bowela.the wound 
proving fatal a few minutes later. 


CUBANS TURN BANDITS. 


Fully Exonerated. 


The Coroner's inquest over tho re- 


mains of the engineer who was blown 
up in Laberly's and Lee's mill near 
Verdi was concluded, the jury finding 
that the engineer had through ignor 
anpo and negligence caused the ex 
plosion in which he lost his life and 
the jury further exonerated the pro- 
prietors from all blame as well as the 
employes at the mill. 


The engineer, according to the testi 


mony, was criminally negligent, even 
after he had been warned, and as a re 
suit suffered death by his own careless 
ness. He was literally blown to pieces 
The injured men are getting along 
nicely and all will likely recover. The 
mill is a complete wreck. Mr. Ed Lab. 
erty, one of the owners, was in town 
yesterday.

General Garcia of the Cuban insur 


gents has been engaged by the Unite 
States authorities to visit the Cuban 
camps and advocate 
disarmament

Spaniards for years,.and braved all th 
hardships incident to the insurrection, 
now that peace has been declared, have 
become bandits and inauguiated a 
reign of terror. 
They have robbed 


and plundered indiscriminately and 
threatened to murder all who oppose 
them. The officers iu many instances 
joined with the men and have taken to 
the mountains, devastating sugar and 
tobacco plantations as they go. Garcia's 
mission is to try and get the marauders 
to lay dowu their arms and lead orderly 
and peaceable lives. He is said to have 
more influence with them than any 
other prominent Cuban, and if be 
does not succeed the Americans will 
have to adopt other and more severe 
measures as our Government ia pledged 
to establish and maintain a stable 
government in Cnba.

Senator. Chaudlyr of New Hampshire 


visited Washington last wef«k arid dis- 
cussed the political situation.

Post reports him as saying that Repub- 
lican majorities will be greatly re- 
duced this fall from 1896, though he 
hopes to see a Republican Congress 
elected. He admits that mistakes have 
been made in the management of the 
war, and predicts that if the Republic- 
ans give up bimetallism and advocate 
gold monometallism in 1900, while the 
silver forces demand the remonetiza- 
tion of silver, yet recognize the possible 
necessity of changing the ratio to 20 or 
22 to 1, the Republicans will lose the 
country.

Perhaps, however, hi 
doesn't want to do' it and merely put 
forward his method as one, possessing a 
purely academic interest.

onlar ditoh, say, in Africa or South 
America (its center must be on the 
equator) and to fill it with sea water 
Fresh water will do if yon can ge 
enough of it, but as the radius of thi 
ditoh is to be a few hundred miles tha 
is hardly likely. Having got'your ditch 
full of sea water, nothing remains bu 
to make it race round and round in the 
trench, -whereupon the earth's axis wil 
begin to point toward different quarter 
of the heavens from those it indicate 
at present. The amount of deviation 
will depend on the radius of the ditch 
the amonnt of water it holds, the spee< 
at which the latter moves and the time 
during which the motion is kept tip.

The Last Sad Kite* Performed and a 


Fitting Tribute fuld 
to the Late 


General C. C. Foirnlng. 
What changes a few days, yes even a 


few hours may bring about in a com- 
munity of Reno's size, was demon- 
strated yesterday in the sad occasion 
of the funeral of the late Hon C. C. 
Powning. 


Only a few days ago Reno was a 


scene of festivity. 
The stores were 


gaily decked in holiday dress, the blare 
of bands of music giving forth inspir- 
ing strains, smiting faces «n every 
hand and the people generally in antici- 
pation of a day or evening's pleasure 
moved about the streets or their homes 
cheerfully performing their duties and 
preparing for a few hours of restful 
pleasure. 


Yesterday all was changed. The doors 


of every business place in town were 
closed, the sound of muffled drum and 
mournful 
dirge 
greeted 
the 
ear 


and 
people 
moved 
about 
with 


heavy hearts and frequent sighs and in 
many instances sobs came in place of 
smiles. It was not necessary to inquire 
as to the occasion of this change, for 
even the children knew the cause and 
whispered to each other that Mr. Pown- 
ing was dead and he- was to be laid 
away. The whole community had come 
to a realization of their loss and all 
were reminded that "life is but a spsn 
and death must be the end." 


At 10 o'clock the remains of the de- 


ceased were conveyed from his late 
home to the Masonic Hall where they 
laid in state until 2 o'clock, the hour 
set for the funeral. Surrounding the 
casket were many beautiful and appro- 
priate floral offerings and it was almost 
hidden under a bank of cut flowers. 
Among the floral pieces were an im- 
mense cross of pink and white roses 
bearing an anchor, from the Reno Water 
Company, a broken column of ivy and 
myrtle on which rested a wreath of 
white roses, from the Reno printers, a 
double triangle from the Knights of 
Pythias, the sections filled with flowers 
indicating the colors of the Order, a 
large pillow, with the word "Husband" 
in purple immortelles on a ground of 
white oamiliaa and fringed with La 
France roses, and a second pillow from 
Senator and Mrs. Kaiser. In addition 
to these there were a number of beauti- 
ful wreaths and boquets. 


Long before the hour set for the 


funeral services every available space 
in the Masonic Mall Jwas occupied and 
the adjoining rooms as well and there 
were hundreds of people unable to 
gain admission,-but'they quietly and 
respeotfully.awaited outside anxious to 
pay their last respects to the dead. 


Robert Lewers as Acting Master and 


L. L. Crockett as Chaplain of Reno 
Lodge No. 13, F. and A. M., conducted 
the services of the Masonic Order, 
which were very imprefasive. 


Mrs. Dehn Crepin sang "Calvary" 


and as her grand voice gave forth the 
words: 


"Rest, rest to the weary, 
Peace, peace to the soul; 
Tho' life may be dreary 
Earth 19 not thy goal. 
O 1 lay down thy harden, 
0 ! come unto me, 
1 will not forsake thee 
Tho1 all else should flee," 


Every head was bowed and tears welled 
to many eyes. Mr. O'Sullivan of the 
State University sang "The JJoJy City" 
and the services were over.

Arthur Cross a Fourteen Year old Boy 


Vires a Shotgun at a Group of Com- 
panions. 
Yesterday afternoon about 3 o'clock, 


a number of boys were playing at bat- 
tle on Court street. There seemed to 
be two sides and the boys were pelt- 
ing each other with apples that had 
dropped from the trees in the neigh- 
boring lots. The sport waxed warm, 
when Arthur Cross, eon of C. P. Cross, 
deserted his side and his companions 
began twitting him with being a cow- 
ard and traitor and now an then firing 
a volley of apples at him. He threat- 
ened them several times, but the boys 
laughed at and tantalized him and he 
claims be was struck with stones. Fin- 
ally he lost bis temper and ran to his 
home, returning immediately with a 
shotgun. 
The other boys thinking 


young Cross was simply running a 
bluff continued their gibes, when he 
raised the gun and fired into the 
crowd, the charge of shot scattering 
among the boys, but the greater num- 
ber striking Wayne Beck, the fifteen 
year old son of Commissioner'Beck. 


The wounded lad fell face downward 


and one of the boys said to Cross, useo 
what yon have done." Cross replied, 
"I know it and I don't care." and turn- 
ed about aud went into the house.. 
Young Beck was assisted to his home 
and was found to be seriously wound- 
ed and the Dre. Phillips called at once. 
It was found that one shot had entered 
one of young Beck's eyes, three or four 
had struck him in the face and several 
on other parts of his body. Dr. A. E. 
Hershiser, an eye and ear specialist of 
Chicago and a former preceptor of the 
Drs. Phillips happened to be here vis- 
iting tbena and be was at once called 
into the case and proceeded to try and 
save the eye, altbougb be gave little 
hope of saving the eight. 


Young Beck displayed the stoicism 


of bis father, by passing through the 
ordeal with little complaint and were 
it Hot for the injury to bis eye, the 
consequences of the scrape would not 
be serious. He was resting easily last 
evening and it was hoped that inflama- 
tion could be avoided and if so tbe 
form of the eye may be kept intact al- 
though the sight i& destroyed. Henry 
Trembly another boy about the same 
age received two shot through tbe ear 
and one through the neck just missing 
the jugular. His injuries are not ser- 
ious, 


The Cross boy was arrested and is 


being held in custody although no 
charge has been entered against him. 
Boys are getting to handy with guns 
of late and while a boy should be given 
tho benefit of the extreme leniency of 
law, 
some punishment should be in- 


flicted not only as a lesson to this 
young man, but to impress others of 
tbe rising generation, that shooting 
people is a serious matter.

A LASSEN VOTES. 


What !• Being Done to Prevent Confu- 


sion ill tho Kloctlon of Township and 
City OflUiers. 


EDITOR JOUHNAL :—I find by confer- 


ring with the people o* Reno that many 
are more or less anxious as to how the 
coming election in this city is to be 
managed so as to avoid confusion in 
voting for State, county, township and 
city officers—and to make plain what I 
am coming at let me state tbe condi- 
tions. 


Under the Act of tbe Legislature of 


1897 
it required that the electors living 


within the city of Reno shall elect five 
Councilmen for the five wards at the 
general election of tbia year. 


In this connection it must be re- 


membered that there is a vast differ- 
ence between Reno precinct of Waahoe 
county and the limits of the city of 
Reno. Reno precinct proper embraces 
a territory of more than one hundred 
square miles, while the city government 
only spreads over an area of thiee miles. 


Under the Act of the Legislature 


above referred to these three square 
miles in the heart or center of Reno 
precinct have a question to determine 
in which the outlying territory has no 
interest whatever. 


Tbe County Commissioners at their 


September meeting agreed that the 
District Attorney of the county and 
the Chairman of the Board, should as- 
sist the County Clerk in arranging all 
matters pertaining to the coming elec- 
tion as is required by law. 


The result of the above arrangement 


is that the County Clerk shall cause 
sufficient ballots to be printed con- 
taining tbe names of all the nominees 
for Councilman in addition to the reg- 
ular State, county and township offi- 


As a contemplated result of this the 


working of same will be like this; 


John Doe, for Instance, goes to any 


of the wards or precincts and asks for 
a ballot. The Inspectors will look for 
hie name on tbe Registry List with hie 
habitation. If the election officers find 
that the applicant is a resident within 
the city limits, be wiil be given » ballot 
containing the nominees for Council- 
men of Reno. If, on the contrary he 
resides without the city limits, but 
within any of the five precincts of 
Reno, he will be handed a ballot con- 
raioing all tbe officers of State, county 
and township or precinct officers, but 
not containing the nominees for City 
Councilman. 


After the election is over each polling 


place will report the general result. 


My own impression of the above 


plan is that it ought to give entire sat- 
isfaction. 


If T am mistaken I hope to be cor- 


rected in time so that tbe County 
Clerk will have time to act accordingly.

And dur- 
ing the periods in comparison,.in support of the 
public schools of the State, the Silver Party 
expended $377,000 as against $356,500 by the Re- 
publican party. No one can examine the fore- 
going and many other facts and figures which 
might be adduced, without'the resulting con- 
viction that the Silver Party has fulfilled its 
promise of retrenchment with reference to sal- 
aries of State officials and the curtailment of 
unnecessary expenses, while, on the othei 
hand, it has generously fostered, the educa- 
tional and charitable institutions of the State
